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1f the Northern and Bastern States tolerate
the practice of carrying off our slaves, the
Union must of course be very soon dissolv-
¢d, their vessels be excluded from our ports®
and, if necessary, their citizens excluded
from our territory. This will put an end
to the theft.

The steamer, Wilmingon, lately burst
her boiler on the Mississippi, killing 6 or 7
of the bands.

A Bank called the “Ruckersville Bank.
ing Company” has gone into operation un-
der the free banking law of Georgia.

Now that the term of ten years during
which what was called the corapromise act
in regard to the “Tariff” was to contirue,
is drawingto a close, the question of reviv-
iog the old miscalled “American System”
begins to be serionsly agitated agam at
the north. An idle story was set afloat for
effect that Mr. Calhoun and Gen. Hamilton of
this gtate had changed their opinions on thie
subject, and would now give their support to
a high protecting tariff. Mr. Calhoun, being
called upon by the Richmond Enquirer to say
whether this is soor not, has addressed a let-
ter to the editor of that paper in which he
gays the rumor has not a shadow of founda-
tion as regards himeelf, and that he has no
doubt it is equally unfoundcd in the case of
Gen. Hamilton.

The following remarks were written for
last week's paper, but excluded for want of
room.

Air. Foster, U. S. Senator from Tennessee,
has addressed a letter to the Legislature of
that state, resigaing his office, on account of
instructions from the Legislature to vote for
the “Independent Treasury’ bil, and give a
general gupport to the measures of the present
federal adininistration ; and it was expected
Judge White would also resign for the same
reason. It seems to us they could bardly in
any way inore palpably violate both the letter
and the spirit of the constitution, which pro-
vides expressly that senators shall hold their
officés for six years. 1fthe framers of the
constitution had intended to give a state legis-
lature the right to change the eenators at
pleasure, or to control their freedom of actwon,
they would have so provided in the constitu-
tionitself. So far from this, however, although
the members of Congress chosen by the state
Legisiatures under the Articles of Confedera.
tion superceded by the constitution, were
liable to be recalied by the Legislature which
elected them atite pleasure, yet the framers
of the constitution evidently intending to give
up this feature in the nationol government,
inserted an express provision, that the mem-
bera of Congress to be from that time chosen
by th2 state Legislatures, and to whom they
gave the title Senatore, shouid hold their «ffi-
ces for the term of six years. The very ob-
ject of this provision was to guard the senate
against the frequent mutations to which the
state Jegislatures, and other bodivs filled by
frequent elections are always liable. He who
voluntarily and deiiberately contributes to
change this feature of die constitution does
asgreat and evident violence to that insiru.
ment as he could do in atiempting to extend
the term of secatorial scrvice beyond six years.
This is so plain that any man who has intelli-
gence enough to have ever induced any state
legislature to ¢lect lim to the U. S.-senale
inust see it. And yet how many nen, of whom
better things might beexpeeted actthe dema-
gogue and szer:fice both conscience and prin-
ciple on the aitar of popularity.

But it is said the will of the people ought
always to govern in a popular government.—
"The rule s correct, but not the applcation of
it.  Tue will of the people, deliberately and
rolemnly expressed in their constitution, which
they have covenanted with each other shall be |
tlie supreme law of the lund, is that the term |
ot senztoriz! ecry.ce shall be six years, and
taat independent of any fluctuarions of optaior,
during that term in the stute which the sena-
tor represents, ‘I he people themselves, as-
eembled in scperate <tate convent.ons, which
are the o'y bodies that directly represent
their sovercigntv, have solemnly declared that
this is to be conudered their wil, in preference
to the declaratien of any cabal, or party which
by wranagzoment or utherwise may obtain tue
ascendency, perhaps a very briel asceadency,
i1 any stale,

Since the above was written we sce that
Judge White has gone on to Waslington and
taker s seatia the scuate. \We hope the
event will prove that he 13 more of a pat.
r.ct than demagoguc.

SILE GROWING IN 1839,
Ezxperiment of Mr. Aaron Clapp of Hart-
Sord, Conn.

The great importance of the silk culiure
to our country, und the eagerness of the
public to obtain information respecting it
renders it the duty ofevery o 1e engaged in
producing a silk crop, to impar: all the infor-
mution he is capable of giving, that the pub.
lic may have correct daia on which 10
base their confidence .0 engage in, and
to go forward in this great natiopal en.
ierprise. And when we take into con.
sidera‘ion that twenty-three mill:ons of dol.
lars is annually paid out from this to for.
vign conntries for :he article of silk goods
of every description; and while we know tha;
we might find a foreign markets for doub
le the amount of silk in ‘he raw state, if we
could produce it, we should naturally sup.
pose that every citizen, true to his coun'ry,
and also who has a desire 1o lay up some
property for himself, (which 1s the character
of Americans.) would not only impart, but
seck all the wlormation necessary to for-
ward aod iuflucnce others to engage i this
enterprise,

With these views, and in compliance with
the earnes' solicitation of my fellow citizens,
[ give publicly the result of my experience
during the past sunmer

i planted, the second week in May, a lo:
of morus multicaulis mulb: rry trees on one
acre and a quarter of good lan, being rich
loamy soil, by laying down the roots and
trees without being cut, bury:ing them about
two inches deep.  This [ cousider the best
mode for planting multicaulis trees.  The
rows were three feetnpart. | did not put
any manure on the land being rather wet
and also it being a wet season, only about
half as many trees as [ had expected were
preduced ; those trees that did come up
grew and did very well,

I then fi ted up an old building which had
bern used for a store houss, by putting up
wdders or shelves, the boards being  about
18 wches apart one above ancther,  The
house was 18 fuet wide by 25 teet in length,
and two siories high,

Tie second week in June [ had a small
crop of silk-worws hatch, of the six weeks’
kind, which consumed from my rees 1500
Ibs. of leuves ; und the first and thind weeks
i Augns | had a large number of the mam-
moth whrte hatch and had flattering suc-
cess with them.

The sik worms required attendance about
seven weeks ; the first three weeks 1 em-
ployed two persons, oo o pick leaves anl
the othier to feed the worins ; the fourth and
liftn weeks 1 employed four persons, two
to pick the l-aves and iwo fred the werms §
the sixth wevk two person were sufficient,
and the seventh weck it required ounly one
person.

Several individuals in this vicinity have
made silk this season from the morus multi-
caulis, with good sucerss, and the speci-
mens of silk that have recently been «xhib.
ited at the American Institute gives unloubt.
ed evidence that this species of mulberry
trres makes equally as good sk as any
other kind. The morus muiticaulis possess

very decided advaniages over all other |

kinds of mulberry.
